Trustees’ Report. 


The Fifty-second Annual Report of the Trustees of the 
Peabody Institute, covering the year ending January 30th., 
1904, is respectfully submitted. 

The reports of the various sub- committees of the Lyceum 
and Library Committee, with the reports of the two libra- 
rians, present full details of the actual work of the Institute 
for the’year, leaving little but the financial management to 
be spoken of by the Trustees. 

During the past year notes of the town of Peabody and 
the town of Danvers aggregating $11,000.00 matured and 
were paid, and we were fortunately able to reinvest the 
principal in bonds netting a better rate than was received 
upon the notes. 

Some $2,000.00 of accrued income of the Reserve Fund 
was also invested and added to the principal of the fund, 
which now amounts, as per the Treasurer’s report, to 
$49,744.00. The wisdom of the accumulation of a Reserve 
Fund for future extraordinary expenditures will be clearly 
demonstrated in the not distant future, when the problem 
of providing additional shelf space will have to be taken 
up. Another needed improvement is a separate reading 
room for children. Space for this can probably be pro- 
vided in the basement, whenever it is deemed judicious or 
becomes necessary to replace the present heating plant of 
three hot-air furnaces with a steam plant. 
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TRUSTEKS' REPORT. 


The keeping' intact and the safety of the funds of the In- 
stitute require some action by the Trustees in estahlisliing 
an up-to-date system of book-keeping. Any system adopted 
should include an investment record or Jeilger to be kept 
at the Institute, and accessible at all times to the Finance 
Coinniittee. such record or ledger to give full details of 
every security in which the funds of the Institute are in- 
vested. 

The box of securities at the bank should have two dif- 
ferent locks and keys, one key to be in the hands of the 
Treasurer and the other with the President, or some mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee.

report of the LIBRARY COMMITTEE FOR 
THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 30, 1904. 

The work of the library for the year just ended was of 
the kind which makes no display, nevertheless it was 
earnest, spirited and thorough. While there were no ques- 
tions of moment to settle or difficult problems to solve there 
was no abatement in the efforts every day to make it what 
its founder intended it to be and to bring its benefits within 
reach of every one. 

The accessions to the library have been made with the 
utmost care and discrimination. The fact that it was for 
the public was never absent from the minds of the commit- 
tee when the merits of a book were under consideration. 
The main thing first, was it clean and wholesome and sec- 
ond was it good literature. That there are many books of 
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a trivial and ephemeral nature in every public library is 
without question. This is due mainly from a disposition 
to give a large class of readers jii.st what they want and 
from the unwillingness of librarians and committees to ex- 
ercise a too vigorous cen.sorship in making their .selections. 

In many respects our committee is haj)pily constituted. 
The members are men of affairs, with a taste for reading. 
They are familiar with the library and interested in its 
welfare. They enter upon their duties without prejiulice. 
They are willing to sink personal i)references for the com- 
mon good ami are not tiispo.sed to exalt any one depart- 
ment of literature at the cxpen.sc of another. 

1 he dearth of good fiction was one of the noticeable 
features of the year. The crop was an abundant one and 
tJiere were many books which had literary merits but few 
possessed the qualities which will make them endure and 
bring delight from generation to generation.

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Own Story”, by Trowbridge, we have had also Senator 
Hoar’s “Autobiography of Seventy Years”, John Morley’s 
“Life of Gladstone” and “The Story of a Soldier’s Life”, 
by Field Marshal Wolsely. It is rarely that such im- 
portant books as these are brought out in a season. 

In science and general arts, we have added the “Cyclo- 
pedia of Engineering”, Fleming’s “Practical Tanning”, 
Holland’s “Moth Book”, Mcllvain’s “One Thousand 
American Fungi”, Proctor’s “Principles of Leather Manu- 
facture”, Vandervort’s “Modern Machine Shop Tools.” 

It will be noticed that the circulation of the library has 
fallen off since the last report. It may be a consolation 
that the loss is in the line of fiction, while on the other 
hand the student class who come here for serious reading 
and consultation has shown a steady growth. The men 
who fill important positions, the superintendents and am- 
bitious young workmen desiring to add to their technical 
knowledge have become regular patrons of the library. To 
these every encouragement is given. 

General prosperity does not tend to general reading. 
The workman who is busy every day rarely has time for 
more than the daily paper after his labors. But it is to the 
Book Clubs and the absorption of the, younger element in 
societies and social clubs that the greater part of this fall- 
ing off maybe attiibuted. When the success of the last 
dance or the coming minstrel show becomes a paramount 
question there is no room for reading or mental improve- 
ment. The love of reading begins at home but where 
society and club life is rampant there can be no real home 
life. There is hope that the pendulum will swing the other 
way. 

The work of the librarian deserves nothing but commen- 
dation. Each succeeding year seems to bring with it an 
added deVbtion to duty. Accessible, helpful and affable, 
he never wearies in his endeavor to make the library 
popular, so that every one may feel that he has a right to 
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its benefits and use, and that it may be a help to all who ^ 
seek enlig:htenuient. f

REPORT OF THE LYCEUM COMMITTEE. 

To THE Lyceum and Library Coivimittee. 

The Lyceum Committee respectfully submit their report 
for the season of 1903-1904, during which was held the 
fiftieth course of lectures given by the Peabody Institute. 

F^ollowing suggestions made by the Trustees that the 
small attendance for the past few years seemed to indicate 
that interest in the lectures was dying out and therefore 
fewer should be given, the Lyceum and Library Committee 
assigned for this purpose a sum half as large as that of last 
year with the recommendation that but two lectures be 
given. 

Your committee found however they could obtain con- 
cessions in the price of one lecture and could give with the 
money at their disposal a course of three. 

Whether the fact that there were to be so few lectures 
stimulated the wish to hear them, or whether your com- 
mittee succeeded in selecting subjects which appealed to 
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the popular taste is a question, but tlie attendance this year 
was very iiiuch better than for the past few years and in 
each case the audience gave every indication that the efforts 
of the lecturer were highly appreciated. Possil)ly the day 
of the week on which tlie lectures were lieltl may have made 
some difference and Wednesday may be considered ino.st 
convenient to the largest number.

The attendance during the year has shown a satisfactory 
increase, many more persons availing themselves of the 
privileges of the reading room during the afternoon. 

The School Arts Book, a monthly publication, has been 
added at the request of the superintendent of drawing in 
the public schools, and the Journal of the Society of Chein- 
ical Industry, an English publication, at the request of 
some young men interested in chemistry as applied to 
tannages. 

The number of periodicals now taken is sixty-eight, a 
full list of which may be found in the Librarian’s report.

Librarian’s Report. 


To THE Lyceum and Library Committee. 

The report of the Librarian for the year ending January 
30, 1904, is respectfully submitted. 

In last year’s report reference was made to the work then 
in progress of examining the travelling catalog loaned us 
by the Library of Congress for the purpose of ordering from 
it printed catalog cards for such books as 'we had. The 
work was completed in March last, and the total cards 
ordered numbered 6,600, representing 2,150 titles. 

Printed catalog cards for practically all our new books 
are being secured from the Library of Congress at a decided 
saving of time and money, to say nothing of the gain in 
legibility and fullness of entry over the best work that can 
possibly be done in typewriting the cards. 

We are also ordering printed cards for our old books as 
fast as same are recatalogued by the Library of Congress. 
We ascertain what books they are recataloging in the fol- 
lowing manner. Advance galley proofs of all cards are 
furnished by the Library of Congress for $30 a year, and 
this library, in cooperation with the Salem Public Library 
and the Essex Institute, subscribes for a set, the cost being 
divided between the three libraries. 

By the use of these galley proofs the “ serial number” 
of each card is obtained, and by ordering by this number a 
great deal of work is saved, and we secure a rebate of one- 
half a cent on the first card ordered and also a discount at 
the end of each year of 15 per cent of the cost of all cards 
ordered by the serial number. This discount last year 
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entirely absorbed our proportion of the cost of the galley 
proofs. 

We have received to date 18,000 printed cards, represeiit- 
ing 5,400 titles. Rewriting cards on tlie typewriter has 
been entirely discontinued, as the work of ordering and 
placing the printed cards in the card catalog absorbs all 
the time available for recalaloging work.

We are now circulating books through the South and 
West Peabody schools, with the cooperation of the teachers 
in those schools, who come to the library and .select the* 
books, which are then charged to the various schools for a 
period of six weeks, when they are returned and a fresh 
supply selected and sent. The teachers take entire charge 
of the work of lending the books in their respective schools, 
and the plan seems to be working well, as we are enabled 
to thus reach a number of children in the outlying districts 
who have been unable heretofore to avail themselves of the 
privileges of the library. The cooperation of the teachers 
of these schools and their willingness to perform this addi- 
tional and extra work is heartily appreciated. 


LIBRARIAN S REPORT. 
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The list of periodicals subscribed for has been increased 
the present year by the addition of the Journal of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, and the School Arts Book> 
a monthly publication for teachers. 

There are now 68 periodicals on file in the Reading 
Room, of which 57 are currently bound. 

From the standpoint of circulation the year has not been 
a satisfactory one, the number of books circulated having 
been 34,927, as against 38,522 the previous year, a loss of 

per cent. Some satisfaction may, however, be derived 
from the fact that the decrease was entirely in the class of 
Fiction, which this year comprised 75 per cent of the total 
circulation, the lowest percentage for many years. 

It may also be said that we are not alone in showing a 
decreased circulation, manj’ other libraries also showing 
decreases at this time. 

The three oldest assistants resigned during the fall, their 
places being filled by pupils of the High School, as is the 
custom. 

This coiLstant changing of assistants is unfortunate, but 
with the funds at our command it seems impossible to in- 
augurate any better method. 

The routine work of charging and discharging at the 
delivery desk is soon learned, but this is, after all, the least 
important of the duties to be performed. To know the 
resources of the library, to understand the use of reference 
books, to be able to help the searcher, and to offer “ some- 
thing just as good'* if the desired thing cannot be found, 
are matters which can neither be taught nor learned off- 
hand, but must be acquired by slow degrees. If it were 
possible to employ one permanent assistant at a fair salary 
it would be of undoubted advantage.
